Ir may «l/o deſerve Remark, that the 
Treaſonable diſcourſes Sworn againft 
his Lordſhip by thefe VYarlets, were 
fix'd by them, to February and March 
before ; the Inftruftors of theſe Witneſſes 
well remembring, that that was a time 
when the IVation was in no ſmall fer- 
ment, upon thetrifling with Partaments

Confidents, Nathaniel Thompſon, the Popiſh 
Printer, had publiſhed the news of this 
Aſſociation, near two Years before this 
proſecutionz;it 15 in his nreDzgence of De- 
cember the gth, 1679, in theſe Words, 
A form of an Aſſociation 1s preparing, for 
People to ſubſcribe, for the defence of the 
King's ſacred Perſon, the proſent Eſt a 
bliſhed Form of Government , and- the 
Proteſtant Religion, paralel 80 that in 
Queen Elizabeth's rime, which was after- 
ward; confirmed by A& of Parliament. 
This ſeems to take its Riſe from the Reſolug 
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of the late Parliament.

This very Advertiſement may be well 
ſuppoſed to put ſach as were curious to
